three (3) of the constitution of the state of Iowa, as said section now appears on
page fifty-three (53) code, 1924, relating to the apportionment of the state into
senatorial districts.

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Number of senators. That the following amendment
to section thirty-four (34) of article three (3) of the constitution of
the state of Iowa, as said section now appears on page fifty-three
(63), code, 1924, be and the same is hereby proposed:

That the perlod (.) at the end of said section thirty-four (34) of
article three (3) of the constitution of the state of Iowa be stncken
and the following inserted:

“ but no county shall be entitled to more than one (1) senator.”

SEC. 2. Be it further resolved that the foregoing proposed amend-
ment be and the same is hereby referred to the legislature to be chosen
at the next general election for members of the next general assembly,
and that the secretary of state cause the same to be published for
};hree (3) months previous to the date of said election as provided by
aw.
